Proclamation for the prlzing 


of Wines. 


Pꝛeſident of the Kings moſt Honourable Councell, Toꝛzd Pziuie 

Seale, and the Loꝛd chiefe Juſtices of either Bench, oꝛ fine, foure, oz 

thꝛee of them, (hall haue power and authority, by their diſcretions, 

to let the Pzizes of all kinde of wynes; as in the ſaid Statute is ex- 

| pfꝛeſſed: By vertue whereof, the Toꝛd Pzinie Seale, the Toꝛd 

chiefe Juſtice of His Mateſties Bench, and the Lo2dehiefe Juſtice of the Common Pleas, the 

Nine and Twentieth day of December laſt paſt, Did oꝛder; That Canary Wynes, Mulcadells, 

and Alligant, ſhould be ſold in groſſe at Seuenteene pounds the Pipe, and at Twelue pence the 

Quart by Retayle : Sacks, and Mallagoes at Fifteene pounds the Butt in groſle, and Tenne 

pence the Quart by Ketaple: The beſt Galſcoigne and French wopnes at Eighteene pounds the 

Tunne, and the Rochell Wynes and other [mall and thin wines at Fifteene pounds the Tunne 

in groſſe, and at Stxe pence the Quart by Retayle; and accozding to theſe pꝛopoꝛtions, foꝛ greater 

oꝛ leſſer quantities, either in Groſſe oꝛ by Retayle ; And that none pzeſume to ſell at higher 

Pꝛtzes, during the next peere now enluing, Whereof the Clarke of the Crowne is to take notice, 
and to ſee the ſame pzoclaimed this pꝛelent Terme in Chancery,accozding to the Statute. 

Now that all cauſe of excuſe may be remooued from ſuch as inhabite in remote parts of this 
Nealme and that ſuch as ſhall be found delinquents herein, map acknowledge their owne wil. 
fulneſſe the tauſe of the danger and penalty they fall into, alter aduertilement, his Highneſſe will 
and pleaſure is, and by the aduite of the ſaid Lozds and the reſt of His Pꝛiuie Councell, arcozding 
to one other Statute made in that behalfe in the fourth peere of the Raigne of His moſt noble 
Pꝛogenitoꝛ King Edward the third, by His Royall Proclamation , doth publiſh and declare, 


That foz out peere next following, Canary wynes, Muſcadells and Alligants bee fold in 
groſſe at ſeuenteene pounds the Pipe, and at Twelue pence the Quart by Retayle: Sacks and 
Malligoes at Fifteene pounds the Butt in groſſe, and Tenne pence the Quart by Retayle: The 
beſt Galcoigne and French wynes at Eighteene pounds the Tunne; andthe Rochell wynes and 
other lmall and thin Wynes at Fifteene pounds the Tun in groſſe, and at Sire pence the Quart 
by Retayle ; and acco2ding to theſe pzopoztions foꝛ greater o2 leſſer quantities either in groſſe, 02 
by Retaple : which Rates and Pꝛizes, his Maieſties pleaſure ts, ſhall be duelp obſerued in all His 
Poꝛts and other places within this Realme, where Wynes are landed, and Within Tenne myles 
of thoſe Poꝛts and places, 

And it is His Maieſties pleaſure, That in places Where Wynts by land Carriage ſhall be con- 
ney2d moꝛe then Tenne myles from the next Poꝛt, the ſeuerall ſoꝛts of Wy nes afo:cſaid ſhall and 
map be ſold actoꝛding to the Rates afoꝛeſaid, allowing foure pounds mthe Tunne o2 one penny 
£92 the Quart, foꝛ the Carriage thereök vpon land euerp thirty mylcs from the next connement 
Poꝛt, and actoꝛding to that pꝛopoꝛtion, and not at greater Rates: Straitly charging and tom⸗ 
manding ſuch of his Subiects and others, whom it ſhall toncerne, that none of them during the 
time afozcſaid,pzeſume to ſell any ofthe laid usynes in groſſe, oꝛ by Retayle at higher Rates, then 
by His Maieſties Pꝛoclamation are appointed, vnder the foꝛfeitures and penalcics mentioned in 
the ſaid Statute and other the Tawes and Statutes of this Realme oꝛdained in that behalfe. and 
ſach further paines and penalties as by the Lawes and Statutes ok this Realme tan oꝛ may be 
inflicted vpon wilfull contemners of His Maieſties Royall Command and Pꝛoclamation. Re- 
quiring and commanding all Maioꝛs, Sheriſtes, Juſtites of peace, Bayliffes,Cuſtomers,Comp- 
trollers,and other Officers of His Maieſties Poꝛts, and all others whom it ſhall concerne, dili- 
gently to attend the execution of this His Maieſties pleaſure, and to giue infoꝛmation to the Toꝛds 
and others of the Pziuie Counſell, ofthe delmquents, that they may be pꝛoteeded againſt, and 
reteiue puniſhment accoꝛding to their demerits.
